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apparatuses" and "an image signal processing unit used for, based on a detection 
digital image signal associated with a foreign matter monitor and acquired from 
the buffer memory, judging whether foreign matter and other defects are present 
on a workpiece according to an inspection recipe which is selected for the 
corresponding foreign matter monitor based on control information from the 
control unit", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1.
